The first feature of the policy of 
peace has been carried out by a sub- 
mission to all nations of the Bryan 
pian to prevent preparations for war 
during an international inquiry into 
a pending dispute. Not a single state 
has failed to give approval to the un- 
derlying principle of the plan. 

A number of minor countries, such 
as’ Costa Rica, Salvador, Denmark 
and Switzerland, have signed treaties 
which are waiting ratification by the 
Senate. Great Bri has 
discussion of the mdtter with the Sec- 
retary of Staté, and it is quite possible 
that a treaty will be signed. None 
of the other great powers has consid- 
ered it worth while to initiate negotia- 
tions, nor is it likely any of them will 
do so for the reason that the Bryan 
proposal contemplates an investiga- 
tion of all questions, Including that 
of national honor, which it is con- 
tended is a matter to be guarded by a 
people without reference to the views 
of others. 

Here is the stumbling block in the 
way of ratification by the United 
States Senate of treaties of this char- 
acter. Many Senators are unwilling 
to agree to permit foreigners to pass 
on questions involving our honor and 
regulation of our domestic concerns, 
such as the terms upon which aliens 
shall be allowed to land, etc. It may 
be expected that a determined effort 
will be made to amend the treaties, 
so as to safeguard these points.

They‘do not want 
to be humiliated as were Great Brit- 
ain and France in connection with the 
Taft peace treaties, through action by 
the Benate, which would make frult- 
less the long negotiations. 
If Mr. Bryan should go to Europe, 
he will try to overcome the distrust 
of the statesmen there arising out of 
the possibility of adverse amendments 
made by the Senate. He will argue 
that no nation can afford to decline 
to permit an impartial investigation of 
a controversy. To do so would be to 
confess itself in the wrong and there- 
by to forfeit the sympathy of all right 
thinking men.

As we rode ap Smythe 
hailed us and then uneached seven

“Miller and myself were 


surprised 
at this move on the part of Smythe, | 
as we had been informed that we 
were to go to Lewer California—as 
guards for a gold mine which was 
being worked. We Yealized, however 


that Smythe was desperate and there- 
fore decided to cast our lot with him 


until an opportunity came to cross 


the line again. 


“Smythe told us that he expected a 


large quantity of opium from Tia 


Juana, which he intended to smuggle} . 
across the line. .On the third day we; 
ran out of food and Miller and i vol- 


unteered to procure some foodstuffs. 


We had traveled about seven miles 
when we ran acress an adobe hut 


occupied by a Mexican and his fam- 


ily. It was this Mexican who caused 


all our troubles. 


“Miller left for and arrived at Tia 
Juana Sunday afternoon and was im- 


mediately arrested by Federal sol- 
Miers. Instead of taking him 
the commanding officer of the garri- 
son Khe was made to walk into the 
bull ring at the point of the bayonet 
while the ¢rowd looked on. and 
jeered. His explanation that he was 
an opium smuggler and not a rebel 
sympathizer was greeted with + 

and he was marched out and iocked 
in the cuartel. 

“I waited until Monday morning 
for Miller to return and, not liking 
the looks of things, started north. 
A storm _came up I took shelter 
in the adobt hut of the Mexican. The 


next morning I was awakened ai 


shout and, lodking out, I saw the hut 
was stirrounded by soldiers, As I 
stepped from the door to ascertain 
the reason for the soldiers’ presence 
my Mexican friend covered me with 
a rifle. 

“That evening while the soldiers 
were preparing to go to sleep I made 
out threugh the jargon the fact that 
I was penne of being a rebel and 
that I would probably be shot.

of my plight. ‘This note I slipped to 
a friendly soldier, who could speak 
English fairly well Realizitig that it 
was folly to attempt escape I re 
mained in bed with the sergeant.

Juana, where I was ix in the 
cuartel with Miller.

On this point 
our attorneys are of the opinion that 
the land office would be overruled by 
the courts, but a test case would take 
too long to get a decision, and also be 
very costly, so it appears to us the 
simplest remedy is to try and get the 
inclosed bill passed, which will cover 
all the points we require.”’ 

Under date of December 5, 1905, 
Frost wrote from Chicago to Stracey 
agreeing that it would be desirable to 
pass the bill. 

Stracey wrote to Frost on December 
11, 1905, recommending defendant 
Munday as the man to look after the 
bill, and adding: “He is personally 
interested in coal in Alaska. He i: 
also sufficiently influential to get the

H. Holyoke, the Bangor (Me.) mil-

sion admitting that Mrs. Cora M. 
Holyoke, the third wife, who was cut 
out of his will, had been made the 
victim of a conspiracy; one ordering 
the withdrawal from the courts of 
Maine and California of all charges 
detrimental to her character, and the 
third an order on his executors to pay 
Mra. Holyoke $5000, to be deducted 
from her one-third interest in his es- 
tate, was the bombshell burst by the 
plaintiffs in the trial of the will con- 


test in Judge Houser’s court yester- 
day afternoon.

been read to the jury by Attorney 
Jutten, the widow weeping softly on 
the witness stand, the silence was in- 
tense. The had all the effect 
of a thunderbolt on the attorneys for 
the will. Then vehement objections 
to their introduction were made by 
Attorney Hahn and overruled by the: 


CALLED FORGERIZES. 

Hahn stated later they expected to 
prove that the letters are forgeries, 
pointing to the significant fact that 
they are dated the day after Holyoke 
execued his will in which he plainly 
stated he had obtained a confession 
from his wife of her alleged miscon- 
duct with James Powers, the chauf- 


The efforts of the attorneys for the 
will will be directed to showing that 
they were forged by Mrs. Holyoke or 
at her suggestion. From this point 
on the trial assumes a fight to the 


death. 
THE LETTER. 3 
Dated Pasadena, August 9%, 1911, 
addressing his wife as “my dear Cora,” 
and signing himself “from your un- 
happy husband,” Holyoke wrote in 


“Six months after my decease you 
will receive this letter. I realize that 
I am a very sick man, and may drop 
of any day. But, Cora, I could not 
rest in my grave it I did not write 
and confess to you, and beg of you 4o 
forgive me for all the false things I 
charged you with. I never realized 
until the past few months what a 
hard-hearted scoundrel I have been. 

“Cora, I knew from the first that 
you were absolutely innocent. You 
were simply a victim of zn infernal 
conspiracy. I knew from the start 
that you were too sick, physically and 
mentally, to defend yourself. I took 
Powers to California for the purpose 
of sending you off with him. Your 
brother Billie can swear to that. I 
told Powers to call at the hotel often 
to see you, so that you wouldn't for- 
get to get him a position. I did that 
so that you would be seen together 
often. I put drugs in the whisky that 
I gave you the day I sent you to Los 
Angeles with Powers to see about gcet- 
ting him a position. I also put drugs 
in the whisky that I gave you the day 
T sent you away from Hotel Green, so 
that you would sign that agreement 
and leave the hotel without making 
too much trouble. 

' “Cora, since IT sent vou off my life 
has been hell. Your suffering has 
been nothing toe mire. There have 
been times when I felt that I must 
have you back, or go crazy. T dis- 
covered my mistake a few days after 
T sent you off, and I wouid have tried 
to have you back 
for Hahn and Annie Marston. They 
were very friendly then. After a 
short time I got so far that T couldn't 
turn back, without people thinking 1 
was a damn fool. After Tt am dead J] 
don’t care what anyone thinks. 

I HAVE.” 

“Cora, IT want you and my two boys 
to have everything I have, but its 
impossible for me to leave it to you, 
without people thinking T am a damn 
fool and crazy. Of course, I know I 
am both, but others don’t. You are 
smart enough to get your rights, so I 
shall not worry about you. You wil! 
have no trouble in proving I was in 
no condition to make a will. Don’t 
let the lawyers rob you. By the wav, 
I would ltike Henry Holyoke, Allie 
Taylor and your old father to have 
$5000 each, and Uncle Rillie Averill, 
if he is living, $1000. If vou do not 
marry again I hope you will feel like 
being buried beside me at Mount 
Hope. You always said that you 
didn’t like my lot, and always wanted 
me to buy another. If you can find 
one that you like better I give you 
permission to get it, and move my 
body, and little Mary's. I want you 
to look after the monument. Of course. 
I want money enough put aside te 
take care of the Brewer Cemetery Iot. 
T had a paid up policy in favor of my 
second wife, Addie M. Holyoke, ff it 
has not been paid when you receive 
this, I want you to look after it. 
Blake, Barrows & Brown will know 
about it. Take my advice and never 
marry again. You ought to have 
money enough to-live on. I have left 
nearly $500,000 in stocks and bonds 
in California, and my Maine property 
should sell for nearly $100,000.” 

WITHDRAWS CONTEST. 

The second letter is addressed to 
Edwin F. Hahn, the attorney who 
drew Holyoke’s will, and directs him 
to withdraw all papers from the 
courts of Maine and California, which 
are detrimental to the character of 
his wife, Cora M. Holyvke, and to 
place them in her hands, so that she 
may dispose of them as she sees fit. 
All the charges inet her are ab- 
solutely false, he alleged to have 
written, and he objects to having 
them on record. He asks Hahn to 
give the matter his early attention. 

The third letter which will be con- 

strued virtually into a will is as fol- 
lows: 
* J, Frank H. Holyoke, demand you.
